Tbe people of Coshoeton are formal- 
ly invited by council through Mayor 
Binner to assemble in the opera house 
Friday evening and express their 
opinion as to whether they desire to 
continue under a city government or 
without protest become a village, 
according to the provisions of tbe 
proposed municipal code. 
Member* of council nave Informally 
discussed the nutter on a number of 
occasions. They have had experi- 
ence with tbe supreme court decision 
which practically invalidates Coshoc- 
ton:s charter and are anxious to see 
the code become a part of Ohio's law. 
But they do not like the idea of hav- 
ing growing, enterprising Coshocion 
returned to tbe village class and kept 
there until the next federal census, to 
be taken in 1910, shows it to have a 
population of 10,000 souls, tbe number 
required by the code for a. city gov- 
er-tmenu 
- - 
Mr. Powelsoa brought op the ques- 
tion. It did not appear as a matter of 
partisan politics but simply to find 
the will of the people. 
"Many towns over tbe state object 
to the dead line being pliced at 10,- 
000," he said. "They have recently 
been created citi»s and they wantjto 
remain-as such. I understand a num- 
ber of Coshocton people have expres- 
ed themselves as. being opposed to 
the change that would throw us 'Sack 
to a village. I think it only right- 
that all people in Coshocton should 
have an opportunity to express them- i 
selves on the matter. I, therefore, 
move you, Mr. President, that this 
council instruct the mayor to call a 
mass meetit g of citizens to be held in 
the opera house Friday evening." The 
motion passed. 
Representative Finley and Senator 
Hurst will be invited to attend the 
mass meeting in order that they may 
kaow the desires of tbe people of Co- 
shocton and act accordingly. 
Placing the line of demarkation at 
10.000 will return to villages the cities 
of Alliance, Bellaire. Bellefontain, 
Bucyrns, Cambridge, Circleville, Co- 
shoe tou, Defiance, Delaware, Elyria, 
Fostona, Fremont, Gallon. Gallipolis, 
Greenville. Kenton, Lancaster, Mar- 
tin's Ferry, Mt. "Vernon, Niles. Nor- 
walfr, Saiem, Sidney, Troy, Urbana, 
Warren, Washington C. H_, Wellston, 
Wellsville, Wooster, and Xenia.

Interesting history has come to 
light In connection with the move- 
ment to incorporate Boscoe as a vil- 
lage. This is the third trial within 
40 years, and the people who favor the 
better government are hoping the old 
caw contains some virtue and they 
trill be successful. 
The survey was made some t'me ago 
and a plat of the territory to be in- 
cluded in the corporation was attach- 
ed to the petition which received 
SO 
signatures in one day and more are 
jein2 added, and prospects ere bright 
for making the movement unanimous. 
Already there is some discussion as to 
the men who are best fitted to fill the 
offices under the new condition of af- 
fairs. 
The petition will probably be filed 
with the commissioners at their next 
regular meeting and their indorse- 
ment is expected. 
It may be interesting for readers of 
THEAGBto know that this is the 
third attempt within 40 jears to in- 
corporate the town. Records in the 
courthouse show that the torst effort 
was made and abandoned before it 
had preceded far. 
The next movement began in 1870, 
and the record is on file in the office of 
Eiecorjer Mortley. A svrvey was made 
and the necessary plat prepared, but 
Etoscoe was. too ambitious. The line

win have an assistant, and a professor 
of accounting will be engaged before 
the university term opens. Two schol- 
arships have already been offered by 
different chambers of commerce, and 
more are looked for. 


Professor Ashley has recently given 


an interview in which he tells what he 
expects to accomplish. Besides teach- 
ing the things ordinarily associated 
with a business life, the professor 
counts on inarming ideas of political 
and social economy into his undergrad- 
uates which will enable them to cal- 
culate to a nicety whether it would be 
advantageous to lessen the hours of 
labor or the reverse, whether it would 
be better to compromise with threat- 
ened strikers or let the strike come, 
and so on. Here Is what Professor 
Ashley says: 


'A man wants to know the experi- 


ence of others who have found them- 
selves In similar circumstances. It Is 
not students only who want this Infor- 
mation. Recently the head of a great 
company said to me: 1 am very much 
interested in the question of hours of 
labor. I don's -want sentiment; I sim- 
ply want to know whether as a busi- 
ness rnnn it will pay me to reduce them 
in my works. I should like to have a 
brief Recount of the chief leading ex- 
periments in the reduction of hours 
of- labor, the apparent conclusion to 
which they led and the chief argu- 
ments based upon those experiments.' \ 
The modern economist ought to do this 
kind of work."

JAPANESE PROGRESS. 


y KtnKdom to Soon Bad* It* 


Own Ship*. 


In fire years Japan will be building 


all of its ships and will no longer be 
obliged to go abroad for even war ves- 
sels, according u» Kokio Matsukaia. 
who is at the Auditorium in Chicago. 
Mr. Mmsukata is la this country to 
study the American shipbuilding: indus- 
try as part of a tour around the world 
to gather information on the subject, 
says the Chicago later Ocean. He has 
visited the South Chicago plant and 
will inspect the Cramps' establish- 
ment in the east before going to En- 
rope. His home is in Kobe, and he is 
connected with one of the leading Jap- 
anese companies. 


"In recent years our people have 


made •wonderful progress in rMs line," 
he said. "Our merchant marine is 
prosperous and bus expanded beyond 
our own hopes. The government gives 
heavy subsidies and encourages the 
business in every way possible. Until 
recently we have b^en obliged to go 
abroad for our vessels, buying them 
chiefly in Europe^ But we have stud- 
ied shipbuilding and already have 
plants that can produce almost any 
sort of craft. Soon we. will be build- 
ing every class of vessel except the 
heaviest battis-shtps. and In a few- 
years more we will be making them 
too."*

The relative positions of tbe 
camera, the network and the subject 
are carefully adjusted so that the sub- 
ject appears always on tbe same scale, 
and then the photograph ia taken from 
the various necessary standpoints.

A dense volume of smoke for 
a time prevented the outside work 
men from going to the immediate res- 
cue of those who were caught in the 
ruins of the falling building. Several 
men made their escape without any 
Injury. An alarm of fire was sounded 
and the entire fire department of the 
city and a large force of police were 
soon on the ground, and the work of 
rescue was immediately begun. Sev- 
eral of the workmen were taken out 
unconscious only to die after being re- 
moved to hospitals. The wreckage 
was piled up for more than 30 feet 
and the escaping steam made the 
work of rescue rather difficult. 


Those who were not killed outright 


•were mangled and burned by escap- 
ing add that flowed over their bodies 
from the broken digesters. Up to this 
writing nine persons are dead, and 
according to the officials of the com- 
pany at least six others are in the 
ruins. To add to the horror of the 
disaster the wreckage took fire, but 
after some difficulty the fire depart- 
ment managed to subdue the flames 
and the work of rescue was contin- 
ued. Steam was used in the digesters. 
The officers of the company think 
that too much steam was generated 
In them and that this was the cause 
of the explosion. The financial loss 
to estimated at 135.000.

Chicago Mystery. 


Chicago, Aug. 21.—After an Inves- 


tigation by the Chicago police extend- 
ing over a fortnight and a two-days* 
coroner's inquest, the authorities are 
stin in doubt whether the body of the 
murdered woman found in the fleld at 
Seventy-fourth and State streets was 
really that of Minnie Mitchell. Three 
men stand accused of complicity in 
her death and that of Mrs. Anne Bar- 
tholin. and are held in heavy bond to 
the grand Jury. Yet Patrolman Wat- 
son, who found the body, could not 
tell its sex because of its advanced 
stage of decomposition. Coroner's 
Physician Springer stated that the 
body must have lain 10 or 12 -weeks 
before the brain could have been ab- 
sorbed, and that had quicklime been 
used by the murderer, as conjectured, 
maggots would not have entered the 
body, as was the case. Kven the cor- 
oner's Jury, when It rendered a ver- 
dict recommending that Oscar Thomp- 
son. Edward Counselman and John 
Claffey be held to explain the death, 
stated only that the body was sup- 
posed to be that of Minnie Mitchell. 


Gates' Statement.

• -Messrs. Mitchell, Gates. Blair and 
Lambert, who are conducting the 
pending fight on behalf of the owners 
of four-fifths of the capital stock of 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron company, 
to secure control of their property, 
announce that they have tendered 
their resignations as directors of that 
company and that the same become 
operative at once. They are taking 
active measures to vindicate their 
rights as stockholders possessed by 
themselves and those they represent 
They will also. In a few days, present 
a report to their principals." 


Dead From Eating Roasting Ears.

Cap* Parliament Convenes. 


Cape Town. Aug. 21. — When the 


Cape parliament assembled. Sir Wal- 
ter P. Hely-Hutchinson. governor of 
the colony, announced in a speech 
that martial law would be removed 
on the passage of a bill indemnifying: 
the governor and all persons con 
cerned for acts committed under mar- 
tial law. Bills were introduced in 
parliament covering unavoidable in- 
fractions of law arising from the de- 
lay in summoning parliament, condon- 
ing illegal expenditures incurred for 
the suppression of rebellion, prohibit- 
ing the immigration of Asiatics other 
than British subjects, prohibiting the 
sales of intoxicants to the aborigines 
and providing for the segregation of 
the natives.

In a report to the state department at 


Washington Consul General Frank EL 
Mason, at Berlin, gives some Interest* 
Ing Information about the effort* now 
being made in Germany to develop high 
•peed on railways. The German Society 
of Mechanical igr»jinnnr« tma offered a 
aeries of priaes for the beat design and 
spedncatlons for an express train ca- 
pable of carrying 100 passengers and 
their baggage with personal comfort at 
a speed of seventy-five miles an hour. 


"The purpose of this competitioii,'* 


says Consul General Mason, "Is to pro- 
vide a unit of the eqnipnent for the at- 
tainment of greatly accelerated speed In 
railway travel, which can be adapted 
to the present state railways of Prussia 
without the tearing up and relaying of 
tracks with heavier ties and rails that 
would be required for rapid electrical 
service. 


"An interesting forecast of the pend- 


ing competition has been given by Mr. 
Arthur KJrcUboff. editor of a technical 
publication In Berlin devoted to engi- 
neering and machinery, in which a de- 
scription Is given of certain features ot 
the new locomotives which are to be 
tested over fhe Berlln-Zossen Une next 
year. The specifications require that 
this express engine and train of the fu- 
ture shall be able to maintain for three 
consecutive hours a speed of 120 kilo- 
meters (74-5 miles) an hour, without 
stopping for water or foeL.and at a 
minimum expenditure of .mottvA-noorv. 
Mr. KlrchhoBTB outline of now~thi*~Is 
to be done will have a definite interest 
to American engineers. 


"During the experiments of last au- 


tumn an attempt was made to deter- 
mine as accurately as possible the 
waste of power entailed by the friction 
and resistance of air to railway trains 
at different rates of speed. It was found 
that white at a speed of 80.kilometers 
(50 miles) per hour this resistance on a 
still day was about 32 kilograms (67.3 
pounds) per-square meter of the sur- 
face of the front end of the car the 
rate Increased very rapidly with the 
augmentation of speed, so that at a 
pace of 150 kilometers (93.7.miles) ttw 
resistance rose to 73 kilograms (157.5 
pounds) per square meter of Impinging 
surface. - Every projecting part, every 
window, door or other Indentation 
which could form a pocket te catch 
the wind created by such high veloci- 
ties, increased the resistance to be 
overcome, so that In all future ex- 
periments the economy of rapid tran- 
sit will require that the factor of air 
resistance shall be taken Into carefnl 
account. 


This, according to Mr. Kirchhoff, is to 


be done by enveloping the engine and 
train, from pilot to rear platform. In 
a shell of sheet steel, jointed so aa to 
secure flexibility In passing curves and 
so constructed aa to inclose the loco- 
motive and cars In a continuous tube, 
uniform throughout In size and pre- 
senting no projecting 
Irregularity 


which gftqH catch the resisting air. 
The front of the engine will be pointed 
or wedge shaped, the sheath will in- 
close as for as possible the running 
gear of the cars, and even the wheels 
of both engine and cars will be closed 
disks of metal Instead of. as now, 
spoked wheels with openings to catch 
the air." 


Another interesting fact mentioned 


by Consul General Mason Is that z«- 
cent experiments at Zossen demon- 
strated that electric motors when 
worked at a high rate of speed were a 
greater strain on the roadbed than 
steam locomotives. This Is said to be 
due to the fact that the center of grav- 
ity in the electric engines hangs much 
lower than In the steam engines. 


The new locomotive will rest on 


twelve wheels—namely, two pairs of 
drivers located at tie middle of the 
machine, with a four wheeled pivot 
truck In front and rear. Upon these 
three points of support the boiler and 
superstructure will be bung upon 
springs, adjusted to take np as far as 
practicable tbe inevitable vibration 
and oscillation. 


Tbe engine will be of the compound 


type, with three cylinders, two con- 
nected outside and the third hung at 
the center and connected Inside, work- 
ing upon a midaxle crank set at 00 de- 
grees from tbe crank pla of the two 
outside cylinders, which are set op- 
posite each other. The boiler win have 
an interior heating surface of 200 
square meters. Superfluous dead weight 
will be avoided. Tbe new tender will 
take only five tous of water, and U*t 
en route, as on some Americas lines. 
The new engine will have a coal con- 
sumption of 2,352 pounds per effective 
:iorsepovrer per hour.
